And in Case 
the Circumstances of Affairs with the Indians sho’d 
prove so as to require any Measures being pursued by me 
with the Militia of this Province during the approaching 
Recess I wou’d recommend it to your Consideration - 
whether it will not be necessary to give such as may be 
ordered and go on actual service, some small Matter of 
Subsistence; and if this sho’d appear necessary, then 
whether your passing a Vote of Credit to enable me so 
to do, and coming to a Resolution to make Provision for 
the payment of such Expence, if any sho’d be incurred 
on that Account, at your next Meeting, may not be ex- 
pedient, ffor the Occasion, if any, may happen at such a 
time during your Recess, as probably will not be con-

We his Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal Subjects the 
Commons of his Majesty’s Province of Georgia in Gen- 
eral Assembly met return your Excellency our most sin- 
cere and unfeigned thanks for your Speech to both houses 
of Assembly. 


Permit us Sir to acknowledge the very grateful and 
sincere sence we have of the happiness we enjoy under 
your equitable and mild administration. 


Your Excellency’s tender care and human endeavours 
to prevent the spreading of that dreadful distemper the 
small pox as soon as it unhappily broke out amongst us 
demands our own mast grateful acknowledgments. 


We should be very much wanting in duty to our most 


gracious Sovereign if we omitted to testify on this ceca- . 


sion the lively sense we have of his Majesty’s royal fa- 
vour to this Province in annexing so considerable a 
territory thereunto We heartily congratulate your Excel- 
lency on the extension of your jurisdiction and join with 
you in opinion that it is extremely expedient we should 
frame a Bill for the enforcement of all our general laws 
to and throughout the same and agreeable to your Ex- 
cellency’s recommendation shall endeavour to revise and 
correct the Militia and Negro Laws that they may more 
effectually answer the good ends proposed: 


We highly approve of the plan now concerting by his 
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Majesty’s Post-master-General for the Establishment of 
a regular post throughout the Colonies to promote which 
nothing in our power consistent with the Abilities of 
our Censtituents shall be wanting. 


With equal readiness we shall tale under consideration 
what your Excellency has been further pleased to recom- 
mend to us with respect to the ruinous state of Fort Au- 
gusta and of the Gaurd-house in Savannah and we only 
wish that the circumstances of this Province did corre 
spond with our real desires to comply with every recom- 
mendation signified to us by your Excellency. 


The satisfaction your Excellency discovers in commu- 
municating to us the happy situation of our Indian affairs 
convinces us of your great regard to the real Welfare and 
interest of this province and we in the most grateful 
manner acknowledge the obligation we are under to your 
Excellency for preserving us in so tranquil a state as to 
have rendered useless the vote of Credit with which you 
were so worthily intrusted. 


We shall take under Consideration the produce of the 
last years tax and for the necesary services of the curren’ 
year we will chearfully provide.

It appears to me that no Lands can be more suitable 
for the Hemp than Our Cane Banks and high river 
swamps as well as other Lands in this province, Its cul- 
ture and management perfectly easy and its produce ex- 
tremely profitable, and altho we may not be able at 
present to give any Bounty or considerable encourage- 
ment towards the introduction of that valuable com- 
modity into this Province yet if a Quantity of Seed was 
purchased and delivered by the Commissary (Gratis) to 
such as are disposed to plant and make a trial it would 
doubtless be an inducement to several to begin the At- 
tempt and the expence to the Province very small. It 
will give me great pleasure to concur with you in these 
or any other matters that may appear to be of publick

Upon the reduction of the Rangers Fort George the

1767] [ends] owe their Constituents’, and I then ex- 
pressed the utmost concern at it and told the Gentlemen 
who brought the Address that it would certainly bring 
his Majesties displeasure upon us & probably involve the 
province in greater difficulties than they were aware of 
and more to the same effect However that I should not 
enter into any altrecation with the House upon it at that 
time and that they might report my Answer to be “That 
“as it was my duty to lay this Matter before you so it 
“will be to transmit your Proceedings thereupon to his 
“Majesties Ministers.’’ & thus the matter rested till the 
26 of March which Was the day that I was to Assent 
to the Bills that had been passed and put an end to the 
Session and on that very Morning Cap‘ Fuser came here 
with Orders to disband the Two Troops of rangers upon 
which I went to the Council Chamber and Sent for your 
House and Acquainted you with the Orders to break the 
rangers and proposed some matters to you which I 
thought absolutely necessary in Consequence of the re- 
duction of the Rangers and as I was really under very 
great concern at your Conduct relative to the Mutiny 
Act when you were in the Council Chamber out of Pure 
regard for the province and ‘people and seeing Clearly 
that you were about to Involve both in distress and diffi- 
culties I took that opportunity to Mention Your Address 
and expatiated upon it with Some Zeal and Warmth, 
And Acknowledge that I did say it carried a Strong ap- 
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pearance and I Conceived would be construéd to proceed 
from a Spirit and disposition to Trample upon the Sov-- 
eignty of Great Britain and Exhorted you in the warmest 
Manner to reconsider it and Make provision for a Com- 
pliance with the Mutiny Act which might in some meas- 
ure do away what I thought they had before very im- 
properly done and I then thought and still do that un- 
biassed unprejudiced Men would have deemed what I 
Said as in Friendship and regard for the Province by 
endeavouring to prevent us from running into diffi- 
culties and distress and this produced Your Address and 
resolution of that days date which you say were made of 
your own Accord and without any Second requisition 
and from which you claim:so great Merit, In the Address 
Amongst other things not relative to this point You say 
“The House takes this opportunity to Acquaint me that 
“they have come to a resolution to allow each Commis- 
“sioned officer at the rate of One Shilling and each non 
“Commissioned officer,& private Man of the Said Troops 
“at the rate of Two Pence P* diem doing actual duty in 
.“this Province” and to this part of your Address I re- 
turned for Answer “That your resolution could not take 
“effect but to make it compleat it would be necessary to 
“have the Concurrence of the upper House as was usual 
“in such cases and after that a request to me that I should 
“order the Treasurer to issue the Monys out of any in 
“his Hands not immediately wanted, and further that no 
“Monies could be issued by the Treasurer without the 
“assent and Order of the Governor and Council and it 
“could not be imagined that the Council would give their 
“assent to the issueing this Money when they found 
“themselves in this Matter Slighted and Neglected” and 
after this Answer was reported to your House you came 
to the following resolution Viz' “That this House will 
- provide [See ante in Minutes of 26 March-1767] [ends] 
April next” and after this Motion was made that a Mes- 
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sage be sent to the upper House desiring their Concur- 
rence with this House in the Said resolution “and 
the question being put it passed in the Negative” 
and when you Came into the Council Chamber to 
offer the Bills for my assent. I again Mentioned 
the matter to you and least there might have been 
any Mistake in reporting my Message as it was 
verbal I repeated it and Urged you to proceed as usual 
and was proper in Votes of Credit in this Province and 
told you that it was impossible your resolution or inten- 
tion could take effect without and that if you did not 
proceed as recommended then whatever distresses or 
difficulties the province might be plunched into your Con- 
stituents would have you and you only to blame for it 
and this is a true state of the whole transaction and 
which is Now Confirmed by the Gentlemen of the Coun- 
cil as far as passed in the Council Chamber and the 
whole of which was Transmitted to his Majesties Secre- 
tary of State and therefore I Conceive you can have no 
reason to be under any Surprize at my writing to him 
on the Subject or at the Earl of Shelburns Signifying 
his Majestys requisition and the reasons of it—and that 
the Matter with respect to your Address of the 28™ of 
October and resolution of the 26" March last may be the 
more clearly understood and as possibly the point rela- 
tive to votes of Credit may be different in other Provinces 
it is Necessary to observe to you that in-this province 
there is No Charter right of Legislation and it being an 


-infant Colony there can be no pretence to plead prescrip- 


tion or any Inherent right But the whole arises from 
and is founded upon his Majestie’s Royal Commission 
and Instructions to the Governor a part of which directs 
that all Monys for publick uses shall be granted to his 
Majesty and Lodged in: the hands of such person as he 
shall appoint the receiver or Treasurer of the Said Colony 
and be issued by him in such manner as the Governor 
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and Council shall think proper to direct for the support 
of Government and in no other Manner or by any other 
Authority whatever and it is also to be observed that in 
your Address of the 26" March 1767 you only say You 
have come to a resolution to allow &* and in your reso- 
lution say you will provide &* but no Money was Ac- 
tually provided how then could your resolution (or Vote 
if you please to call it so) possibly take effect or what 
end could it answer for no Money was thereby raised or 
provided and it is well Known that there is no ftind in 
the Treasury or Money whatever raised by any Tax Law 
but what is Actually appropriated to particular Services 
or Purposes and if there had been any Fund or Money 
how was it to be or Could it be drawn out of the Treas- 
urers Hands without the Concurrence of the Council and 
the Method usually observed in this province in what is 
called votes of Credit I think is for both the Council and 
Assembly to Join in it and in this case as the Money was 
wanted immediately and not to be raised or provided for 
till a future day (1 presume in the Tax Bill Now Coming 
before your house) it was further necessary that there 
should be a request of both Houses to me to Consent to 
an Order to the Treasurer to Advance the Money in the 
mean time out of any Money in his Hands Not imme- 
diately wanted and this seems very proper & Necessary 
for the reasons Mentioned and others that must Occur 
and is what I pointed out and recommended to You as 
the only way by which your intention could be Carried 
into execution and even this Method might Not be Strict- 
ly Legal or regular But if all the Branches of the Legisla- 
ture had joined in it who (in this Province) could have 
called it in question but this you Would not agree to for 
what reasons you Know best—And your not listening to 
this recommendation and Advice is the true cause and 
reason of your falling under his Majesties displeasure 
this made it incumbent on me to Write to his Majesties 
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Secretary of State on the Subject and was the Occasion 
of the Earl of Shelburn’s letter & his Majesties requisi- 
tion all’ which Would have been avoided and pre- 
vented had you followed the wholesome Advice given 
you And I conceive that such a Letter comming from the 
Earl of Shelburn together with the Kings requisition 
after having been furnished with every transaction rela- 
tive to this Matter from first to last is the Strongest 
proof in Support of the rectitude of my opinion and As- 
sertion that your resolution of the 26" of March last 
appeared to be nothing at all and of no Force or Effect 
and here I must Acknowledge that on that day as a re- 
mark on Your Instruction to M* Garth (who you took 
upon you to appoint or call agent for the Province) to 
appear in Support and to Solict his Majesties confirma- 
tion of an Act relative to the Carolina Grants I did say 
that it Was absurd (and possibly might add some other 
expression ) to employ a Gentleman to endeavour to sup- 
port and Solicit the Confirmation of our Law who was 
Agent for the province that was opposing it and who we 
Knew had received Instructions from that province to op- 
pose it and I did also say that I conceived you alone had no 
right or power to appoint a Provincial Agent and that 
None could be regularly appointed but by the joint Con- 
currence of the Three Branches of the Legislature and 
all this I again repeat and for that reason I did not and 
shall not consider him as Provincial Agent and should 
oppose him as such and I did also declare that no Money 
should be paid him as such and that he is not so you have 
in some measure Admitted and Confirmed by your pro- 
ceedings last Week an Ordinance being brought in for the 
Appointment of a provincial Agent, but what I said on 
this Head I cannot allow was in the terms you are pleased 
to say I expressed it. That Gentleman is a’ stranger to 
me but from the Character he bears I have a good opin- 
ion of him and a regard for him indeed I so good an 
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opinion of him and a regard for him as to think he will 
not Accept of your Appointment and I did not mean to 
cast any refection on him as you would unfairly insinuate, 
but only Meant to shew the absurdity of your Conduct 
and my disapprobation thereof, and I did also then say 
that some part of your late conduct had a Tendency to- 
wards making Cyphers of the Council and as an upper 
House and that I would endeavour to protect them in all 
their Just rights & priviledges & I then thought and still 
think myself warranted in every one of these last men- 
tioned declarations & Sayings from your own records or 
entries on your own Journals and the point here Men- 
tioned are two of the Instances I mean & I do not see 
that they are in any wise Answered or disproved by your 
late Address. And in Answer to that part of your Ad- 
dress of Friday last wherein you are pleased to Say 
“That Your Zeal for his Majesties Sacred person, and 
“the peace of his Government operated so powerfully 
“with you that you even delayed your Justification in 
“Consequence of my requisition untill it was Complied 
“with which being now done to my Satisfaction &° 
The requisition I conceive was the Kings & not mine; 
and it is really Amazing that Gentlemen can be so greatly 
mistaken as to call your Address of the 28 of October 
a Compliance with that requisition to my Satisfaction sure- 
ly no man living who reflects a Moment can seriously 
call it so, I think that impossible, But let us also see how 
this Matter Stands and it is thus, Vizt on the 27" of 
October last I sent the following Message “Having lately 
“received Letters from the Earl of Shelburn his Majes- 
“ties principal Secretary of State for the Southern de- 
“partment has obliged me to call you together a little 
“earlier than I should otherwise have done. But Gen- 
“tlemen, Iam to Acquaint You that his Majesty expects 
“and requires that You will render an exact and Com- 
“pleat obedience in all respects whatever to the Terms 
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“of the Mutiny Act and I am Commanded without delay 
“in his Majesties Name to require that you will make 
“those provisions for the Supply of the Kings Troops. 
“which by that Act. you are directed to do and so I 
“Exhort you in the warmest Manner to a Cheerfull and 
“Speedy compliance with the Kings requisition.” And 
in your Address of the 28 of October you Say. ‘“The 
House having [For transcript see ante in Minutes of 29 
Oct. 1767] [ends] General Tax Bill.’ And can any 
Gentleman seriously say that this is a Compliance with 
the Kings requisition to my Satisfaction, what is it more 
than was done in March 1767. and will any man Say 
that the firewood &* is provided or that the Money in 
Lieu thereof is provided or that it can be had, or come 
at without the future Aid, or act, of the Three branches 
of the Legislature; & Gentlemen what is my Answer to 
this Address. “I thank you for it, because you declare 
“your intention & resolution to provide a Sum of Money 
“for furnishing the Several articles therein Specified and 
“which are directed by the Mutiny Act and I tell you 
“that I shall not entertain a doubt but that this intention 
“Will be carried into execution in Such Manner as will 
“Clearly Shew a full Compliance with his Majesties 
“requisition and obedience to the Said Act” from all 
which it is most evident that nothing is yet done, further 
than that you.have declared you intend to do it & that 
you will do it— As to Certain Indubitable priviledges 
which you have and shall endeavour to Maintain, God 
forbid I should attempt to deprive you of or infringe any 
Just priviledges you can Claim, You well Know I never 
did and I can truely declare I never entertained such a 
thought, nor shall I attempt to dispense with Laws or 
to encroach upon the British Constitution and when ever 
the matter You allude to comes properly before me I 
shall Not be at a Loss how to Act, on the other hand 
Gentlemen be assured I will endeavour to discharge the 
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trust reposed in me with Integrity and to the utmost of 
my Power will Support the just rights of the Crown 
And the Authority of the British Parliament— 


There are some insinuations in your Address which I 
rather think ungenerous and I believe I could easily 
point out the true Cause of all this Conduct but as I have 
already said, so I really am not disposed to enter into 
any dispute with you and therefore shall pass them over 
referring to your own Journals for upwards of Seven 
years past for your true and Candid sentiments of me 
and My Conduct—And as I conceive I have clearly 
Shewn that your resolution of the 26 of March last 
could not take effect and that no Money could possibly 
be issued under or in Consequence of it and also that 
your Address of the 28" of October last in Answer to 
the Kings requisition is not a Compliance with or per- 
formance of that requisition and that not One Farthing 
can be issued under the Authority of this Address any 
more than under that resolution and as Three Months 
have already passed near one of which you have been 
Setting to do Business and it does not appear to me that 
any thing further has been done in obedience to his Maj- 
esties said requisition I must now again in his Majesties 
Name require that you will forthwith proceed to Comply 
with the Same and that no other Business or any ob- 
stacle may interfere with or prevent that Matter from 
being perfected, and as a Mark of that respect which is 
due to his Majestys requisition. ] must in the Strongest 
Manner recommend it to you to proceed upon this Busi- 
ness apart and by a Seperate Law—and not to make it 
an Article in the next Tax Bill as you proposed by your 
Address of the 28 of October Last—

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Province of the Massachusetts Bay Febr’ 11 1768. 
Sir 

The House of Representatives of this Province have 
taken into their Serious Consideration the great difficul- 
ties That must accrue to themselves and their Constitu- 


ents by the operation of the several Acts of Parliament 
imposing duties and Taxes on the American Colonies. 


As it is a Subject in which every Colony is deeply in- 
terested they have no reason to doubt but that Your As- 
sembly is duely impressed with its Importance; and that 
such Constitutional measures will be come into as are 
proper. It seems to be Necessary, that all possible Care 
should be taken that the Representations of the Several 
Assemblies upon so delicate a point should harmonize 
with each Other The House therefore hope that this 
Letter will be Candidly Considered in no other Light 
than as expressing a disposition freely to Communicate 
their mind-to a Sister Colony upon a Common Concern 
in the same manner as she would be glad to receive the 
Sentiments of Your or any other House of Assembly on 
the Continent. 


This House have humbly represented to the Ministry 
their own sentiments That his Majesty’s high Court of 
Parliament is the Supreme Legislative power over the 
whole Empire; That in all free States the Constitution 
is fixed, and as the Supreme Legislative derives its Power 
and authority from the Constitution it cannot overleap 
the Bounds af it without destroying its own foundation 
That the Constitution ascertains and limits both Sover- 
eignty and Allegiance; and therefore His Majesty’s 
American Subjects who acknowledge themselves bound 
by the Ties of Allegiance have an equitable Claim to the 
full enjoyment of the fundamental rules of the British 
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Constitution. That it is an essential unalterable Right 
in Nature ingrafted into the British Constitution as 4 
fundamental I.zw and ever held Sacred and irrevocable 
by the Subjects within the Realm, that what a man hath 
honestly acquired is absolutely his Own which he may 
freely give; but cannot be taken from him without his 
Consent; That the American Subjects may therefore ex- 
clusive of any Consideration of Charter Rights with a 
decent firmness adapted to the Character of Freemen and 
Subjects assert this natural Constitutional Right 


It is moreover their Humble Opinion, which they ex- 
press with the greatest deference to the wisdom of Par- 
liament, That the Acts made there imposing duties on 
the People of this Province with the sole and express pur- 
pose of raising a Revenue, are infringements of their 
natural and constitutional Rights; Because as they are 
not represented in the British Parliament His Majestys 
Commons in Britain, by those Acts grant their Property 
without their Consent 


This House further are of opinion that their Constitu- 
ents Considering their Local Circumstances, cannot by 
any possibility be represented in the Parliament; and 
that it will for ever be impracticable that they should 
equally be represented there and Consequently not at all; 
being seperated by an Ocean of a thousand Leagues; 
That His Majesty Royal Predecessors, for this reason, 
were graciously pleased to form a subordinate Legisla~ 
tive here, that their Subjects might enjoy the unalien- 
able Right of a Representation; and that Considering th 
utter Impracticability of their being fully and equally 
represented in Parliament, and the great Expence that 
must unavoidably attend even a partial Representation 
there this House think that a Taxation of their Constitu- 
ents even without their Consent, grievous as it is, would

xe preferable to any Representation that could be ad- 
mitted for them there. 


Upon these Principles and also considering that were 
the Right in the Parliament éver so clear yet for obvious — 
Reasons, it would be beyond the Rules of Equity that 
their Constituents should be taxed on the Manufactures 
of Great Britain here in addition to the Duties they pay 
for them in England, and other advantages arising to 
Great Britain from the Acts of Trade this House have 
preferred a humble dutifull and loyal Petition to our 
most gracious Sovereign and made such Representations 
to his Majesty’s Ministers as they apprehend would tend 
to obtain Redress— 


They have also submitted it to Consideration whether 
any People can be said to enjoy any Degree of Freedom, 
if the Crown in Addition to its undoubted Authority of 
constituting a Governor, should also appoint him such a 
Stipend as it shall judge proper without the Consent of 
the People, and at their Expence; and whether while 
the Judges of the Land, and other civil Officers hold not 
their Commissions during good Behaviour, their having 
Salaries appointed for them by the Crown independent 
of the People, hath not a Tendency to subvert the Prin- 
ciples of Equity and endanger the Happiness and Security 
of the Subject. 


In addition to these Measures the House have wrote a 
Letter to their Agent M' Debirdt; the Sentiments of 


which he is directed to lay befare the Ministry; wherein 


they take Notice of the Hardships of the Act for pre- 
venting Mutiny and Desertion which requires the Goy- 
ernor and Council to provide enumerated Articles for the 
Kings marching Troops, and the People to pay the Ex- 
pence; And also of the Commission of the Gentlemen 
appointed Commissioners of the Customs to reside in 
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America which authorizes them to make as many Ap- 
pointments as they think fit, and to pay the Appointees 
what sum they may please for whose mal conduct they 
are not accountable—From whence it may happen that 
Officers of the Crown may be multiplied to such a Degree 
as to become dangerous to the Liberty of the People by 
virtue of a Commission which doth not appear to this 
House to derive any such Advantages to Trade as many 
have been led to expect 


These are the Sentiments and proceedings of this 
House and as they have too much Reason to believe that 
the Enemies of the Colonies have represented them to his 
Majestys Ministers and the Parliament as factious, dis- 
loyal, and having a Disposition to make themselves in- 
dependent of the Mother Country, they have taken Oc- 
casion in the most humble Terms to assure his Majesty 
and his Ministers, that with regard to the People of this 
Province and as they doubt not of all the Colonies the 
Charge is unjust. 


The House is fully satisfied that your Assembly is too 
generous and enlarged in Sentiment to believe that this 
Letter proceeds from an Ambition of taking the Lead, 
or dictating to the other Assemblies: They freely sub- 
mit their Opinion to the Judgment of others and shail 
take it kind in your House to point out to them any thing 
‘further which may be thought necessary. 


This House cannot conclude without expressing their 
firm Confidence in the King our common Head and 
Father that the united and dutifull Supplications of his 
distressed American Subjects, will meet with his Royal 
and favorable Acceptance

Sir 

The House of Bourgesses of this Colony having very 
attentively considered several late Acts of the British Par- 
liament and being of Opinion that they manifestly tend 
to deprive the Inhabitants of the Colonies of their es- 
sential Rights and Privileges have thought it their Duty 
as Representatives of a free People to take every regular 
Step to assert that constitutional Liberty, on the destruc- 


tion of which those Laws seem to be erected 


They have therefore thought proper to represent, That 
they are sensible of the Happiness and Security they de- 
rive from their connections: with and dependance on 
Great Britain and are under the greatest Concern that 
any unlucky Incident should interrupt the salutary Har- 
mony which they wish ever to subsist, They Lament 
that the remoteness of their Situation often exposes them 
to such Misrepresentations, as are apt to involve them 
in censures of Disloyalty to their Sovereign and the want 
of a proper Respect to the British Parliament; whereas 
they have indulged themselves in the agreable Per- 
swasion, that they ought to be considered inferior to none 
of their fellow Subjects in Loyalty and Affection 


That they do not affect an independency of their 
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Parent Kingdom, the prosperity of which they are bound 
to the utmost of their Abilities to promote but chearfully 
acquiesce in the authority of Parliament to make Laws 
for preserving a necessary Dependence and for regulat- 
ing the Trade of the Colonies; Yet they cannot conceive 
and humbly insist it is not essential to support a proper 
relation between a Mother Country and Colonies trans- 
ported from her, that she should have a Right to raise 
money from them without their Consent: and presume 
they do not aspire to more than the Natural Rights of 
British Subjects, when they assert that no power on 
Earth has a right to impose Taxes on the People or to 
take the smallest Portion of their Property without their 
Consent given by their Representatives in Parliament. 
This has ever been considered as the chief Pillar of the 
Constitution; without this. Support no Man can be said 
to have the least shadow of Liberty, since they Can have 
no property, in that which another can by right take from 
them when he pleases without their Consent. 


That their Ancestors brought over with them entire 
and transmitted to their Descendents the natural and con- 
stitutional Rights they had enjoyed in their native Coun- 
try; and the first Principles of the British Constitution 
were early engrafted into the Constitution of the Col- 
onies, Hence a Legislative Authority, ever essential in 
all free States, was derived and assimilated as nearly as 
might be to that in England; the executive power and 
the right of assenting or dissenting to all Laws reserved 
to the Crown and the privilege of chusing their own 
Representatives continued in the People and confirmed 
to them by repeated and express stipulations. ‘The Gov- 
ernment thus established they enjoyed the Fruits of their 
own Labour with a Serenity which Liberty only can im- 
part. Upon pressing Occasions they applied to his Maj- 
esty for Relief, and gratefully acknowledge they have 
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frequently received it from their Mother Country. When- 
ever their Assistance was necessary, Requisitions have 
constantly been made from the Crown to the Represen- 
tatives of the People who have complied with them to 
the utmost Extent of their Abilities. 


The ample provision made for the support of the Civil 
Government in the Reign of King Charles the second, 
and at his request, and the large Supplies voted during 
the last War upon Requisitions from his Majesty and his 
Royal Grandfather afford early and late Instances of 
the Dispositions of the Assemblies of this Colony and 
are sufficient Proofs that the Parliament of Great Britain 
did not till lately assume a power of imposing Taxes on 
the People for the Purpose of raising a Revenue. 


To say that the Commons of Great Britain have a 
right to impose internal Taxes on the Inhabitants of this 
Continent who are not and cannot be represented is in 
effect to bid them prepare for a State of Slavery. What 
must be their Situation should such a Right be estab- 
lished? The Colonies have no constitutional Check on 
their liberality in giving away their Money, cannot have 
an Opportunity of explaining their Grievances or point-— 
ing out the easiest Method of Taxation for their doom 
will be generally determined before they are acquainted 
that the subject has been agitated in Parliament; - and 
the Commons bear no proportion of the Taxes they lay 
upon them. The notion of a virtual Representation which 
would render all our Rights merely ideal, has been so 
often and so clearly refuted that nothing need. be said on 
that’ head. 


The oppressive stamp Act confessededly imposed in- 
ternal Taxes and the late Acts of Parliament giving and 
granting certain Duties in the British Colonies plainly 
tend to the same Point— 
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Duties have been imposed to restrain the commerce of 
one Part of the Empire that was likely to prove injurious 
to another and by this means the Wellfare of the whole 
promoted, but Duties imposed on such of the British Ex- 
ports as are ‘Necessaries of Life to be paid by the Colon- 
ists on importation, without any view to the Interests of 
Commerce, but merely to raise a Revenue, or in other 
Words, to compel the Colonists to part with their Money 
against their Inclinations, they conceive to be a Tax 
internal to all Intents and Purposes, And can it be 
thought just or reasonable, restricted as they are in their 
Trade, confined as they are in their Exports, Obliged to 
purchase these very Necessaries at the British Market, 
that they should now be told they shall not have them 
without paying a duty for them. 


The Act suspending the Legislative Power of New 
York they consider as still more alarming to the Colonies, 
tho’ it has that single Province in view. If the Parlia- 
ment can compel them to furnish a single Article to the 
Troops sent over, by the same Rule they may oblige them 
to furnish Cloaths, Arms and every other Necessary even 
the Pay of the Officers and Soldiers a Doctrine replete 
with every Mischief, and utterly subversive of all that is 
dear and valuable; for what Advantage can the People 
of the Colonies derive from their Right of choosing their 
own Representatives if those Representatives when chos- 
en, not permitted to exercise their own Judgments were 
under a Necessity (on pain of being deprived of their 
legislative Authority) of enforcing the Mandates of a 
British Parliament. 


This Sir is a Sketch of their Sentiments as they are ex- 
pressed in a Petition to his Majesty, a Memorial to the 
Rt Hon"* the Lords spiritual and temporal, and in a 
Remonstrance to the Knights Citizens and Burgesses of 
Great Britain in Parliament assembled. 
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In all these proceedings the Council of this Colony 
have concurred and have directed their Agent, James 
Abercrombie Esq? to join Edward Montague Esq™ the 
Agent for this Colony in applying for redress of the 
Grievances they so justly complain of, Copies were de- 
livered to the President who is desired to transmit them 
to the Secretary of State appointed by his Majesty to 
manage the Affairs of North America, and M* Montague 


“is enjoined to consult the Agents of the other Colonies 


and co’operate with them in every measure that shall be 
thought necessary on this delicate Point. 


This House hope they have expressed themselves on 
the Occasion with a Firmness that becomes Freemen 
pleading for fundamental Rights and with a decency that 
will exempt them from any Imputation of Faction or Dis- 
loyalty. They have mad known their proceedings on this 
Subject with a- view that the Representatives of your 
Province being acquainted with them, may go hand in 
hand in their Opposition to Measures which they think 
have an immediate tendency to enslave them; and are 
perswaded that the Candour of your respectable House 
will consider it in no other Light.
